1 . The Advisory Action fails to note that a Notice of Appeal has been filed. Applicants 
provided Notice of Appeal to the Board from the Decision of the Primary Examiner mailed 
January 19, 2006 finally rejecting claims 1-16. The Notice w^as provided on March 17, 
2006. A copy is enclosed. 

2. The Advisory Action entered the amendment for purposes of 35 USC 1 1 2, but failed to 
clarify whether both of the 112 rejections Avere overcome. The Applicant assumes the "lack 
of antecedent basis" rejection was overcome by the claim amendment. The Applicant 
further, not having clarification from the Examiner, assumes the "omitting structural 
connections" rejection was not overcome, and remains subject to appeal.
